FEARFUL DISASTER AT 
DON, ONTARIO.

City Hall Floor Falls —Crowd That 
Had Gathered to Listen to Political 
Speeches Hurled Down With the 
Heavy Timbers—List of the Killed 
and Injured. 


London, Ont., Jan. 4.—Thirty 
per­ 
sons are known to have been killed 
and many injured by the collapse of 
a floor in the city hall Monday night. 
The night closed the municipal cam­ 
paign, and the hall was crowded to 
hear the addresses of the successful 
candidates.

How many were injured will never 
be known, as those who suffered but 
slightly at once made for their homes 
or were cared for by friends.

At the close of the polls a crowd 
gathered in the city hall, where it has 
been the custom for years past for the 
stressful

The building was crowded

very doors, probably 2.000 people being 
jammed in its narrow space. 
There 
was a lull in the proceedings when the 
audience called for several of the new­ 
ly elected aldermen at once, and there 
was some delay in securing a speaker 
to address them.

to numerous calls R. 
M. Toothe was pushed forward to the 
platform on which the .speakers stood. 
As he reached it there was an ominous 
crackling and the raised platform on 
which the mayor and newly elected al­ 
dermen were seated seemed to pitch 
forward to the floor. 
There was a sagging of timbers and 
the next moment hundreds of people 
were hurled twenty feet to the floor be­ 
low. 
A beam 
running twenty 
feet 
along the center of the hall had given 
way and the crowded mass standing 
above that section of the floor 
was 
thrown in a heap to the basement, 
large safe stood in one corner of the 
hall, and, with 
a huge 
steam 
coil 
weighing half a ton. came crashing 
down on the heads of the victims. 
Following the crash there was 
wild rush for the doors. 
At the south 
door, where the majority of the crowd 
had entered, there was a terrible panic. 
Those in front were thrown down L\v 
the on-coming rush, all shrieking and 
fighting for the door and safety. Only 
one-half of the rear door, a space prob­ 
ably three feet wide, was open. In the 
mad rush no one thought to open the 
door in its entirety, and 500 
people 
struggled through the narrow space.

Several men lowered ropes and en­ 
deavored to haul the wounded out of 
the pit. From under the massed weight 
of the broken beams came many cries 
for help.

Richmond, Ind., Jan. 4.—Judge Hen­ 
ry C. Fox of the Wayne circuit court 
Monday handed down a decision 
of 
gieat interest to natural gas burning 
districts. 
The questions involved in 
the suit which was brought by the city 
against the natural gas companies were 
two: 
The liability of the company to 
furnish gas for lighting as 
well 
as 
beating, 
and 
an 
alleged 
discrimi­ 
nation in charging one price for gas 
when burned for 
fuel 
and 
another 
price when used for both light and fuel. 
The court finds for the city, holding 
the company as much responsible for 
furnishing gas for light as for fuel, 
and finds .hat the difference in price 
is an unjust discrimination. A perma­ 
nent injunction is granted to prevent 
the company from turning the gas off 
from any consumer refusing to pay 
the 20-eent rate. 
The case will 
be 
promptly appealed by the 
gas 
com­ 
pany to the supreme court, and 
an 
early ruling asked for.

Spain’s Chamber of Deputies Says 
W e Yielded the Monroe Doctrine 
Before German Guns—Praise for 
Castillo’s Policy. 


Madrid, Jan. 4.—Senor Pidal, presi­ 
dent of the chamber of deputies, upon 
assuming the presidency of the Circulo 
Conservador 
(Conservative 
Club), 
made a sensational speech attacking 
the United States, and was wildly ap­ 
plauded. 
His speech was chiefly to 
urge a reorganization of the Conserva­ 
tive party, to combat 
the 
dishonor 
which he asserted the Liberals were 
bringing upon Spain. 
He urged that the policy of the late 
Prime Minister Canovas del Castillo 
should be narrowly and loyally 
fol­ 
lowed. 
He denounced the removal of 
Weyler from the captain generalcy of 
Cuba and the concession of autonomy 
to the Cubans at a moment when such 
actions appeared as evidence of weak­ 
ness, and advocated strong warlike ac­ 
tion in Cuba.

States, which he declared had aban­ 
doned the Monroe doctrine in connec­ 
tion with Hayti, when menaced with 
German warships, but which meddled 
In Cuba, believing that Spain’s army 
had been decimate'’..

Senor Beeche was in prison several 
weeks 
despite 
the 
representations 
made by the Costa Rican government 
to Nicaragua to secure his release. Cos­ 
ta Rica demanded that proofs against 
her consul be produced, but the demand 
was unheeded, though finally he was 
released on bail. 
Considerable fric­ 
tion between the two governments was 
caused and this was followed by the 
interchange of several 
sharp notes. 
There were reports 
that both Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua w’ere quietly pre­ 
paring for war. and these reports were 
not altogether unfounded. 
Finally, despite protests from Costa 
Rica, the trial of Consul Beeche 
ty 
court martial began. 
President Ze- 
iaya swept aside Costa Rica’s demand, 
and a few days ago the court m artial 
sentenced the consul to five years’ im- 
prisonmcnt 
This has aroused a new 
friction between the governments, and 
the end can not be foretold.

“ Women are the world’s natural 
orators,” said Mrs. Lillie 
Devereux 
Blake in a recent interview. 
“ A good 
conversationalist makes a good public 
speaker. 
There are many brilliant con­ 
versationalists among women. Only the 
exceptional man talks well. 
“ Opportunity and practice are the 
two most essential qualities for 
an 
orator. 
The reason there are not more 


I women orators is that there have been 


I no opportunities. To be a successful 
I speaker one must be very much in 
! earnest. One’s thoughts must be clearly 
I and logically expressed, but they must 
well up from the heart. Then on© must 
study. The beginner always emphasizes 
i the unimportant words, dwells on the 
ra n d s,’ ‘buts* and ‘thee’ and smothers 


I the word which is the keynote of her 


i sentence in a muffled voice. One should 
I be full of one’s subject, know how to 
deliver one’s words and then as far as 
possible forget self and think only of 
speech and audience. 
As the Romans 
said, ‘A poet is born, not made, but an 
orator is made at the expense of his au­ 
dience, ’ and every public speaker would 
do well to bear that in mind. 
When I 
first began speaking in public, I used to 
go out into the highways and hedges for 
my audiences. 
A gathering of people 
meant for me only an assemblage of lis­ 
teners. 
All this was excellent training 
and taught me more about the human 
mind than any amount of booklore pos 
sibly could. 
“ The orator must learn to speak to a 
great houseful of people whose eyes are 
riveted on her face, whose ears are open 
for every word and whose opinions are 
to be formed or altered by her presenta­ 
tion of ideas. Phrases that seem full of 
music when addressed to the marble 
bust on your mantelpiece, ideas that 
seem like the wisdom of ages embalmed 
in poetic words when hurled at your 
book shelves, frequently become flat, 
lifeless and wordy when the inspiration

dead. It requires no earth, the best way 
of growing it being to place it on a lot 
of w hite pebbles in a bowl or platter 
I aud half covering these w ith water. 
The hyacinth thrives particularly well 
in the hyacinth glass. Several kinds of 
ivy and other vines grow rapidly w ith­ 
in doors in rooms that are only moder­ 
ately warm, while of roses and other 
flowers which do well within doors 
their name is legion. 
Our southern cousins pay more atten ­ 
tion to this form of household art than 
we do. 
They have a pleasant fad tor 
handsome flowerpots, and instead of 
the earthenw are ones so fam iliar in this 
part of the country they employ porce­ 
lain, stone, china, Chinese aud Jap a­ 
nese ware. In many cases w’here plants 
ueed the air. which passes through red 
earthenware, they put the containing 
pot of the latter m aterial inside of a 
handsomely painted and modeled pot of 
china or porcelain. 
Among the plants 
to be found in southern homes grown in 
this m anner are the hardier forms of 
palms, of ferns, and among the wealthy 
of tree ferns, the subtropical orchids, 
the rose, many lilies, the chrysanthe­ 
mum, aster aud pink, the smilax. Jap a­ 
nese ivy and Germ an ivy and any num ­ 
ber of dw arf pines, hrs, spruces aud ce­ 
dars.— Pittsburg Dispatch
